The proposed amendment provides three new claims however only one is cancelled. In addition, Applicant has not pointed out where 
support for "neuronal precursor cells" and "neuroepithelial precursor cells" is found in the specification thus raising the possibility of new 
matter. Also, new claim 30 presents a rejection under 35 USC §1 12, second paragraph as being vague and indefinite in lacking a step 
which clearly relates back to the preamble. 



Continuation of 10. Other: 

The proposed amendment to claim 1 , if entered, would overcome the pending rejection of claims 1-1 1 and 25 under 35 USC §112, first 
paragraph, scope of enablement, and would also remove the rejection of claims 20, 22 and 23 under 35 USC §112, first paragraphs 
resulting from their recitation of claim 1 . Also, the proposed cancellation of claim 25, if entered, would overcome the pending rejection of 
claims 25-27 under 35 USC §112, second paragraph as being indefinite.
